‘The Preparations made by the Care of the Viceroy, 
for the Security of the Kingdom, and particularly 
of the maritime Places, are continued with Succefs. 
The Garrifon of Gaeta has been reinforc’d with 
new Troops ; and feveral Pieces of Artillery, witha 
good Quantity of Ammunition and Provifions, are 
fent thither. Some Officers who were grown unfit 
for Service have been reform’d, yet the Viceroy 
allows them part of their Pay, in Confideration of 
theic ancient Services. A great Number of Towns 
and Communities of the Kingdom have already 
written to him, to acquaint him with their Willing- 
nels to pay the Tax of 2 per Cent, and even to 
make greater Efforts for the Service of his Catholick 
Majefty. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated March 25. 
Letters from Naples of the 1ft of this Month im- 
port, that the Viceroy had caus'd to be burnt by the 
ands of the common Executioner a Manifefto that 
had been difpers'd in that City, fetting forth the 
Right of King Charles III to the whole Monarchy. 
of Spain. That his Excellency to raife all the Mo- 
ney he can for paying the Troops, had retrench’d 
Part of the Penfions allow’d to ancient Spanifh and 
Italian Officers, fo that they have now but 4 Du- 
cats a Month each; whereupon they make great 
Complaints, that the long good Services they for- 
merly render’d the Government are fo ill requited. 
Thefe Letters add, that the Tax of 2 per Cent, 
whigh was begun to be rais'd throughout the King- 
dom on all Incomes whatever without Exception, 
caufes great Murmuring ; that the Magiftrates and 
Citizens of divers Places have reprefented_to the 
Viceroy by their Deputies, that they are yer “ihre 
to contribute to the Defence of the , bur 
that they cannot fubmit to a particular Refolution 
made by the City of Naples only ; and that it does 
not belong to that Capital to order the levying of a 
general Tax, but tothe Deputies of all the Com- 
munities of the Kingdom.
